PASSION PLAYERS 
MAKE EXPLANATION 


Baltimore, Md., March 17—Headed 
by Anton Lang, a group of the Ober- 
ammergau Passion Players in Balti­ 
more on their tour of the country 
went to Washington today to ask for 
the aid of the German ambassador in 
explaining 
the 
circumstances 
sur­ 
rounding 
their 
visit 
to 
President 
Coolidge Saturday. 
The players are distressed to learn 
that reports reached the publio that 
one of their number had presented an 
appeal to the President contrary to 
international custom. 
Of the delegation which visited the 
White House Saturday only three un­ 
derstood English. 
It was for that 
reason Herr Lang explained that the 
remainder of the delegation did not 
realize that Ludwig Nissen, of New 
York, Executive Chairman of the Re­ 
ception Committee in this country, 
(who had joined the players in Wash- 
’ lngton was making a forbidden ad­ 
dress to the nation’s head. 
The head of the visiting villagers 
said that he hoped to make it plain 
that Mr. Nissen made his address 
without the authority of the Passion 
Players and that they had hoped only 
to “shake the hand of the head of the 
great American nation.” 
Washington, 
March 17.—Disturbed 
by press reports that, on Saturday he 
had slighted the famous Passion Play­ 
ers when they called at the White 
House, President Coolidge today made 
public a letter he had written to An­ 
ton Lang, leader of the Oberammer- 
gau playersin which he stated that so 
far as the executive was concerned, 
there had been no discord in the Sat 
urday reception. 
The president explained to Lang 
that it is not permissible for the exe- 
1 cutive to receive public address from 
people of another nation, “unless they 
be presented through the usual diplo­ 
matic channels.” 


ROOSEVELT HITS 
BACK DECLARING 
ALLEGATIONS FALSE 


Washington, March 
17—Theodore 
Roosevelt hit back 
last 
night 
at 
Representative Stevenson, Democrat 
of South Carolina, who attacked him 
Saturday on the floor of the house, 
and Representative Stevenson coun­ 
tered with a challenge to Secretary 
Roosevelt to explain what services 
his brother Archie 
performed 
for 
Harry F . Sinclair 
to 
warrant 
a 
salary of $10,000 and $15,000 a year. 
Branding as t "deliberately 
false” 
Stevenson’s statement that he 
had 
profited directly or Indirectly from 
the Teapot oil leases, Mr. 
Roose­ 
velt denounced those who 
wilfully 
misrepresent facts to injure inno­ 
cent men as “equally crooked with 
those who take bribes,” and called 
upon Americans, regardless of 
pol­ 
itics, to drive such '•slanderers” from 
publio office. 
Mr. Stevenson in his reply said 
he was quoting from the record in 
the Teapot Dome testimony and in­ 
vited Mr. Roosevelt to meet him in 
his home district in South Carolina 
to learn which of them should be 
retired from public life. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s statement, issued 
on his return to Washington today 
from a trip to New York, said: 
“Congressman Stevenson has 
at­ 
tacked my personal 
honor, 
stating 
in effect that I directly or indirectly 
profited from the naval oil leases. 
'He has also brought my wife’s name 
into the matter.,

COST OF BONUS TO 
BE TWO BILLIONS 
OVER TWENTY YEARS 


Washington, March 
17—The 
re­ 
port of the house ways and means 
committee on the new soldier bonus 
bill, which 
was 
presented to 
the 
house today and will be voted on 
Tuesday, was made public Sunday 
by Chairman Green, estimating the 
maximum cost of the measure at 
$2,119,000,000 spread over 20 years. 
The cost, the report said, could be 
met by anticipated savings in cur­ 
rent expenses of the government. 
A minority report signed by four 
Republican 
members of 
the 
com­ 
mittee—Representatives 
Treadway, 
Massachusetts, Tilsen, 
Connecticut, 
Watson, 
Pennsylvania, 
and 
Mills 
New York—attacks the giving of a 
bonus as an “unsound principle” and 
declared its cost would 
limit 
tax 
reduction in future years. 
The bill provides for paid-up 20- 
year endowment life Insurance poli­ 
cies and cash payments to veterans 
not entitled to more than $50 in ad­ 
justed service compensation. 
Proponents of the measure 
pre­ 
dict its passage Tuesday, although 
a two-thirds majority will be neces­ 
sary, the bill coming up under sus­ 
pension of the rules which 
limits 
debate and prohibits amendments.

Attorney General Daugherty was I 
drawn directly into an alleged con-j 
spiracy to 
transport films 
of 
the 
Dempsey-Carpentler 
fight 
into 
a 
score of states In violation of the law 
by Gerald O. Holdridge, a former de­ 
partment of Justice "kgent. 
The conectlon however, was sec­ 
ond handed as Holdridge only swore 
to statements repeated to him by j 
“Jap” Mums, Cincinnati newspaper­ 
man and one of 
the 
alleged 
con­ 
spirators. 
The trail of intrigue also involved 
William J. Burns, chief of the bureau 
of 
investigation, in Daugherty’s 
de­ 
partment 
and 
Bums 
was- openly 
oharged with transferring to foreign 
posts those of his agents who ware 
“too active^’ In revealing tho alleged 
film conspiracy. 
Testifying in 
a low 
voice, 
Hold­ 
ridge repeated an "Inside story” of 
the alleged film conspiracy as related 
to him Mums. The story was climax- 
by a flat statement that Daugherty 
had told Muma: “lf you put this 
across you ought to get a big cut, not 
less than 60 per cent.” 
Basing nearly all his testimony on 
conversation with Muma, Holdridge 
testified that; 
1—Daugherty Trad sent Muma to 
Alfred R. Urion, a Washington law­ 
yer “to get things fixed.” 
2—That the films were shown at 
the home of E. B. MoLean in Wash­

5—That he (Holdridge) “was taken 
off the case,” after he told Burns that 
the evidence involved the attorney 
general in the alleged conspiracy.

6—That the plan of transporting ' 
the fight films required definite un- j 
deratandings with U. S. district attor­ 
neys and 
“advance information on i 
how federal judges would dispose of 
cases where arrests were made.”

Going into detail, Holdridge bared 
the “inside story” 
of the 
alleged I 
conspiracy as 
related to 
him 
by I 
Muma, 
who 
termed 
himself 
the j 
“master mind” of 
the 
deal. 
This j 
story, briefly, was as follows: 
Tex Rickard, F. C. Quimby, the 
film producer, and Muma arranged 
the film deal, Muma acting as go­ 
between with 
the 
department 
of 
justice. That the deal was 
placed 
squarely before 
Attorney 
General 
Daugherty by Muma and met Daugh­ 
erty’s approval. That “goats” were 
chosen In various 
states to be 
a 
arrested for the alleged conspiracy 
aftbr U. S. district attorneys 
and 
federal Judges were carefully chosen 
to handle the cases. That the alleg­ 
ed 
conspirators 
finally 
became 
frightened by the activity

COUNSEL AVERS 
TWO CONSPIRED 
TO DEFRAUD U. S. 


Pomerene and Roberta En­ 
ter Action In Federal 
Court Monday 


I-os Angeles, Calif.. March 17.—Brib­ 
ery of former Secretary of the Interior 
Albert R. Fall, by Edward L. Doheny, 
was charged here today by the govern­ 
ment In filing a suit In the federal 
court to cancel California oil leases 
of the Pan American Petroleum Com­ 
pany, obtained through Fall. 
On the basis of testimony brought 
out in the senate’s oil investigation In 
Washington, the government’s coun­ 
sel, Atlee Pomerene and Owen J. Rob­ 
erts, declared that Doheny and Fall 
conspired to defraud the United States 
through the lea ses and that Doheny 
paid Fall $100,000 for his services in 
giving the Pan American Company, of 
which Doheny Is president, control 
ovflr the oil bearing lands In naval 
reserve Number I. 
As in the suit filed last week in 
Cheyenne, Wyo., to cancel the Teapot 
Dome lease by Harry F. Sinclair, the 
government based its charge of ille­ 
gality of the transaction on the ground 
that tho executive order issued by the 
late President Harding on May 31, 
1921, to give the secretary of the in­ 
terior control of certain oil lands, was 
without legal authority because it was 
obtained 
through 
representations 
which were false and untrue.” 
‘The representations made by Fall,” 
the government bill said, “were to the 
effect that said order was proper, ne­ 
cessary aud for the best interests of 
the government of the United States 
and the public, all of which representa­ 
tions were false, fraudulent and untrue 
and were at the time known to Fall as 
false and untrue, and were made by 
Fall not in good faith and for the bene­ 
fit of the public interest, but for the 
unlawful purpose of enabling him to 
effect a fraduient transfer of rights in 
said lands to defendants. 
“Subsequent to the making the said 
order, Fall and Doheny did combine, 
confederate and conspire to defraud 
the United States. 
Pursuant to said conspiracy it was 
agreed and arranged between Fall and 
Doheny that in 
the 
event 
certain 
rights were created 
in 
defendants, 
Fall was to receive certain rewards 
from Doheny ,and he did in fact, re- 
j ceive certain rewards from Doheny In 
consideration for his unlawful conduct 
in the furtherance of said conspiracy. 
On or about November 30, 1921, in 
furtherance of the conspiracy between 
Fall aud Doheny, Doheny did pay unto 
Fall that certain reward theretofore 
promised him, to wit, the sum of $100,- 
000 lawful money of the United States 
of America.” 
With respect to the contract under 
which Doheny was to construct fuel 
oil storage facilities at Pearl Harbor. 
Hawaii, for the navy department in 
return for oil taken from the Califor­ 
nia lease, the 
government 
charges 
that this agreement 
was 
negotiated 
and consummated in such a way that 
competitive bidding 
was 
impossible 
pursuant to the conspiracy above set 
forth.” 
After citing its case against the 
Pan American Petroleum Company, 
government counsel asked the court 
to take the following steps to restore 
the oil lands to the government. 
1—Issue 
a 
temporary 
injunction, 
stopping all operations under the Do­ 
heny lease of December ll, 1922. 
2—Appoint a receiver to control the 
property pending the litigation; 
3—Grant a final injunction barring 
all officials and employees of the com­ 
pany from trespassing on the naval 
reserve. 
4—Enter a decree nullifying the Do­ 
heny leases and agreement with FalL 
6—Order Doheny to deliver leases 
and agreement to the government for 
concellation. 
6—Enter a decree compelling the 
Pan American Company to account for 
all the oil and minerals it has taken 
from the reserve.

There are some things in Americaai politics and public life 
more important than temporary expediency. 
There are things more important even than party success, if 
that success involves the betrayal of justice even to a single indi­ 
vidual. 
This nation has been too much governed by fear in recent 
years. There has been too much yielding by men posing as lead­ 
ers, to mere clamor, regardless of the thought or motive behind 
that clamor. 
False issues are often raised by the mere process of noise | 
making. Outcry is organized against some individual or institution, 
and the pussy-footing type of politician is ready to unload his con­ 
victions, or his sense of justice as excess baggage in the hope of 
calming the claque. 
Great men do not proceed on any such principle. They do not \ 
throw principles or persons to the dogs merely because for the! 
time being that would appear to be the popular thing. Pontius Pi­ 
late who saw no wrong in the Redeemer, but was willing to turn 
him over to the mob for crucifixion merely because the crowd 
howled long enough for the sacrifice, is not rated as one of the 
world’s heroes or sages. 
Honesty in politics is the best expediency. The political lead­ 
er who has never learned to weather a storm is not a safe pilot 
either in clear or rough weather. 
What is needed in American public life today more than all 
else is not so much more brains as more courage. And, after all, 
there is nothing the American people so much admire as courage. 
They admire a Washington, who fought hardest when things 
looked blackest; a Jackson, who told an inquisitor th at if he and 
his friends did not like Old Hickory’s iews on tariff they could 
support some other candidate, a Lincoln, who made a speech he 
knew would defeat him for senator because he wag farseeing 
enough to see that it would defeat Douglas for President a little 
later; a McKinley who went willingly to defeat for a principle in 
1892 and immediately therafter affirmed anew his allegiance to 
what seemed an unpopular issue and declared that “the Re­ 
publican party stands by its principles, in defeat as well as in 
victory.” 
And so they like the calm courage of Calvin Coolidge, who 
now sits unmoved by histerica or hullabaloo in the invincible con­ 
fidence of rightness. Throwing officials to the wolves in the hope 
that with their appetite gorged the pack will desist from pursuit 
is not in his line. 
What is there within a man, either in public or private life, 
that can compensate him for the loss of his own self-respect in­ 
volved in asking an official to abdicate his office and take an un­ 
deserved badge of dishonor “for the party’s sake”. A party capable 
of demanding or accepting such a sacrifice in the vain hope of 
saving itself from criticism would not be worth saving.
